Rearing in the West 


HEEP raising is one of the g-eat industries 

of the United States, and special interest, is 

given to the question at present py the attemri 
to secure a tariff duty on wool that will make the 
business profitable. On the great ranges of tire 
West the sheep roam in large flocks, and at intervals 
are rounded up for the shearing of their precious 
fleece. In England sheep are chiefly raised for 
their mutton, but in the United States their wool is 
more important. In the West they usually go in 
bands of not more than 2,000 each, as with larger 
flocks due attention cannot be given them. They eat 
all of the grasses “except those of the very coarsest 
varieties, and they are very fond of the cultivated 
leguminous plants. They enjoy changing from old 
to new pastures, and they delight in feeding on the 
high places more than they do on the low places in 
their pastures. Sheep are able to exist without water 
longer than most domestic animals, hut nevertheless 
they must have free access to it. Their timidity and 
inability to defend themselves make them an easy 
prey to wolves, coyotes and mountain lions, and 
eternal vizilance is needed by the sheepman who 
wants to keep his flock intact.
